Calgary people are jubilant ovar 
tlie proposal to establish a sugar fac- 
tory there. Regarding ‘he _ enter- 


prise the Herald says: 
A project involving the erection of 
a beet sugar factory in the Calgary 
district and the location of from five 
to nine hundred famities en the lands 
tributary ie the ©.P.R. irrigation sys- 
tem, has been submitted to the eom- 
pany. The proposition is backed by a 
syndicate. of American capitalists with 
the money and practical experience in 
beet sugar manufacture to assure its 
sérious covsiderition. An expenii- 
ture of $800,000 here in a factory will 
be the inmmediate fruits of the under- 
taking, to say nothing of the new set- 
tiers.

Senator Theden is one of a syndi- 
eate which erected a 500-ton beet su- 
gar factory at Minneapolis. The plant 
has been in successful operation for 
seven years. It is still controlled »y 
this syndicate. In addition to being 
a heavy investor, he is a chemist and 
familiar with every detail of the cul- 
tivation of the plants, construction of 
factory and the location of families 
necessiry to the regular production 
of the raw material. He vas educat- 
ed in these branches in Germany. 

After making several excursions 
over much of the land to be 
brought under the irrigation canal 
and carefully examined many miles of 
the adjacent country, Senator Tkheden 
expressed the deijiberate opinion that 
the syil of this part of Alberta is more 
conducive to the production of sugar 
beets than that of Minnesoia, where 
experience has demonstrated its fer- 
tility. 

“In fact I cannot accept the state- 
ment that this is an arid regioa,” he 
expiained in conclusion. “As far as I 
am able to judge, the climatic and soil 
conditions are nesrly parallel with 
those in Minnesota, under which beets 
have thrived and the factory has be- 
come a profitable investment.”
